It is stated that no conclusion has been 
reached as to the last phase—the Russian 
proposition ot withdrawal from Pekin. 

In the correspondenre between Rus- 
sia and the United States, given out today, 
these points stand out: 

1. Russia has no designs of territorial ac- 
quisition in China. 

2. Occupation of Newchang was for mili- 
tary purposes only. 

3.. Russian troops will be withdrawn from 
Pekin, and the other powers are asked to 
do likewise. 

4. The United States concurs in all that 
Russia proposes, and suggests that the 
commanders of the allied forces in Pekin 
confer and agree upon a time for joint with- 


drawal. :

RUSSIA'S PROPOSAL, 
AMERICA’S ANSWER 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The state department 
has just made public the text of the Russian pro- 
posal and its own response, as fo'lows: 

Telegraphic instruction sent to the represe ta- 
tives of the United States in Berlin, Vienna, Paris, 
London. Rome, Tokio and St. Petersburg: 

Department of State, Washington, Aug. 29, 1900, 
—The Russian charge yesterday afternoon made to 
me an oral statement respecting Russla’s purposes 
io China, to the following effect: 

That as already repeatedly declared, Russia has 
no designs of territorial acquisition in China; thai 
equally with other powers now operating there, 
Russia has sought safety of legation at Pekin 
and to he p the Chinese government to repress the 
troubles; that, incidentally to necessary defensive 
measures on Russian border, Russia has occupied 
Nienchwang for military purposes, and, 
as order \s re-established, will retire troops there- 
from if the action of the other powers be uo 
obstacle thereto; that the purpose for which the 
various governments have co-operated for relict 
of jegations in Pekin bas been accomplished; that, 
taking the position that, as the Chinese govern- 
ment has left Pekin, there is no need for her *ep- 
reseutative to remain, Russia bas directed Rits- 
sian winister to retire with bis official personne! 
rom China; that the Russian troops will ikewlse 

withdrawn; and that when the government of 

China shall regain the reins of goveroment and af- 

an authority with which the other powers 

can deal, and will express desire to enter into ne- 

tiens, the Russian government will also name 

t@ representative. Holding these views aud pur- 

poses, Russia expresses hope that the United States 
will ebare the same opinion. 


THE AMERICAN NOTE. 

To this declaration our reply bas been made by 
the following memerandum: 

"The government of the United States receives 
with much satisfaction the reiterated statemen: 
that Ruasia bas no designs of territorial acquis. 
tion in Chima and that, equally with otber powers 
now operating in Ohina, Russia has sought the 
mafety of ber legation in Pekin and to hetp tbe 
Ohinese government to repress the existing troubles. 
The same purposes have moved and will continue 
te control the government of the United States, and 
the frank declarations of Russia in this regard are 
in accord with those made to the United Statics 
by the other powers. Ail the powers, thereivre, 
having disclaimed any purpose to acquire 


rt of China, and now that adherence thereto hus |

Mr. Wetmore was then general manager of 
the Liggett & Myers company and Mr. 


Stone was its attorney. It is stated that the 


offer was made to put up sufficient money 
to defray the expenses of collecting the ev- 
idence and also to furnish evidence against 
the trust. 

Mr. Crow consented to file the suit and 
did so. Subsequently the Liggett & Myers 
et- 


dollar more for his stock than any other 
stockholder.

The remarkesble story told by the Associated Press corre- 
spondent of the looting of Tien Tsin carries us to the 
Middle Ages. I[t shows that under certain conditions the spirit 
of war and acquisition overrides all rules and customs. 

Military law and usage was supposed to have put a stop to 
the looting of private property during a war. Such property 
is held to be except when properly requisitioned by

The scene at Tien Tsin was simply an outbreak of thievery 
and barbarism, probably due to the presence of a large num- 
ber of Japanese and Russian soldiers, who are not yet accus- 
temed to “civilized’’ modes of warfare.

FLIES’ EYES. 

Whoever thinks the male the superior 
animal finds no rest for the sole of his foot 
in the contemplation of wha Wwe, the 
sublimity of our self-conceit, call ‘the lower 
animals.’ in our general ignorance of the 
housefly we do n know how foolish and 
no-account the male but we may rea- 
sonably infer that he is as markedly de- 
ficient as usual, seeing that his eyes are 
80 close together that they touch each otner, 
That's always a bad sign. If you see any- 
body with eyes so together you are 
entitled to think little of his intelligence. 

The fly has two sorts of eyes, the big 
compcund one, 440% in a bunch on each side 
of the head, for knocking about in daylight, 
and three simple eyes on the top of the 
head for use iii a poor light, sewing and fine 
print. hefore going into ecstasies of admir- 
ation over the creature that has 4000 eyes 
on each side of its head it might be well to 
remember that they are not of much ac- 
count. In case of old flies kept over win- 
ter, the compound eves cave in and get 
brokén, yet the flv seems to get along and 
find food. One kind gentleman varnished 
over the simple eyes and plucked off the 
wings of some flies. lle found that he might 
hold a candle close enough to burn the com- 
pound eyes of the fly before it had a suspl- 
cion that anything out of the common was 
going on In daylight he took a knitting 
neeile and brought it in front of the fly 
close enough to touch its antennae before it 
dodged. If the Knitting needle was brought 
up on one side, Mr. Fly picked up his stick- 
ing plasters quite lively.—Harvey Suther- 
land in Ainslee’s.

Euilding Commissioner Thinks the 


Par chitécture Does Not 
Equal That at Chicago 
World’s Fair. 


Mr. William B. Ittner, building commis- 
sioner of the Public School Board, returned 
Thursday from Europe. 

He says the Paris Exposition is a finan- 
cial failure; that it is only maintained by 
American patronage and that there are very 
few English or German visitors 

Mr. Ittner left for Europe on July 4, and 
returning arrived at New York Aug. 26, on 
the steamship Rotterdam of the Holland- 
American line. He spent a week traveling 
in Holland and three weeks in Paris, where 
he divided his time between the exposition 
and International Architectural Congress, 


then in session. He enjoved his trip, which 
was one for pleasure, and returns much 
benefited in health. 

In spenking of the St. Louis school ex- 
hibit Mr. Ittner said: 

“Our exhibit consisted of a series of pho- 
tographs handsomely mounted upon revolv- 
ing frames so that the entire series could 
be easily seen in a consecutive manner. 
They fully illustrated our school build- 
ings, our methods of instruction, class ex- 
ercises and methods of ventilation. These 
pictures presented a pictoral history of the 
development of the school system of our 
city. They show the progress that has 
been made by St. Louis from its earliest 
history in the matter of school buildings. 
The award made to our exhibit was for 
having a generally meritorious school sys- 
tem. I do not know if the prizes were grad- 
ed or not. While in Paris I met Prof. C. M. 
Woodward, president of the Board of Edu- 
cation of St. Louis. 

“While in Paris I attended the sessions of 
the International Architectural Congress as 
a delegate from the St. Louis Chapter of 
American Institute of Architects. The con- 
gress convened tn the famous L’Ecole des 
Reaux Arts building. It was largely at- 
tended by distinguished architects from all 
over the civilized world. 
the congress were entertained by the 
Frenchmen of Paris most handsomely, but 
the reception that was to have been ten- 
dered us by the President of France was 
canceled, owing to the untimely death of 
King Humbert of Italy. Quite a number of 
other official courtesies that were to have 
beén shown us were postponed for the same

Into the Qualifications of Pro- 
posed Election Officers. 


Secrefary CC. L. Heblitzelle of the board 
of election commissioners is preparing for 
the work of examining the pérsens selected 
by the olty committees of the two parties 
for judges and clerks of election and pre- 
cinct registration. The lists are to be filed 
in Mr. Hoblitzelle’s office Saturday. 

Notices will be mailed to every person 
the lists submitted by the com- 
mittees to appear at the office of the board 
in the City Hall to satisfy the election 
commissioners of his qualifications as a 
judge or clerk of election. It is understood 
the duty of making these inquiries will de- 
volve wholly on Mr. Hoblitzelle as deputy 
commissioner and secretary of the board. 

Each candidate for appointment will be 
questioned as to his ability to read and write 
and his knowledge of the four fundamental 
principles of arithmetic. If there is rea- 
son to think he is deficient in any of these 


matters, an oral or written examination 
may be undertaken. 

“The suggestions of ‘the committees are 
in no way binding on the board,’ said Mr. 
Hoblitzelle, “‘but the board will probably 
follow them in cases Where no objection is 
known to exist to the person suggested as 
a judge or clerk. How large a proportion 
of those suggested will finaily be accepted 
cannot be predicted tntil the examinations 
have shown how well the ward and precinct 
committeemen have made their selections. 

“It is a well-known provision of the iaw 
that no person in the employ of the city, 
state or federal government is eligible for 
appointment as an election official, but we 
generaily find some cases where this rule 
has been overlooked.”’ 

Registration at the office of the board 
in the City Hall is meanwhile going on ata 
rapid rate. From 250 to 400 voters are being 
enrolled daily. Oct. 6 is the last day for 
registration at the City Hall, and all who 
| register there before that date will not be 
' required to appear at the precinct registra- 

tion on Oct. 9, 13 and 16 in order to be en- 
rolled as voters. It takes less time to reg- 
ister at the City Hall than it is likely to 
take at the precinct Tegistration booths, 
and those who thus come early are likely 
to congratulate themselves later on having 
avoided a great rush. 

Seven constitutional amendments, a 
longer string than was ever before ap- 
pended to a ticket in this state, will be 
voted on at the November election. 
include the two World's Fair amendments 
and five amendments affecting legal and 
judicial matters. The list of amendments 
by their titles follows: 

1. Making indictment or information con- 
current remedies in criminal prosecutions. 

2. Providing for the levy of a special road 
and bridge tax of 15 cents. 

3. Providing that the value of property 
subject to mortgage, deed of trust, etc., less 

the value of such security, shall be as- 
sessed to the owner of the property, and 
the value of the security agsessed to the 
owner thereof; and that a contract made in 
violation of such provision ts null and void. 

4. Authorizing the issue of bonds by the 
city of St. Louis tn ald of the World's Fair. 

+ Authorizing the state to appropriate 
$1,000,000 from sinking fund for the purpose 
| of state exhibit at World's Fair. 

6. Providing that no grandjury 
/ convened except upon order 

court having power to try and determine

| 7. Providing thas in courts not of record, 
two-thirds of jury may render verdict in 
civil cases, and in criminal cases, three- 
fourths of jury.
